London—The folks at home, 
who have worried about overseas 
packages for GI Joes and Janes, 
will receive about two or three 
million dollars worth of Christ­ 
mas presents from soldiers and 
WACS in the European theater 
of operations.

mas shoppers, much of it through 
the Army Exchange Service.

front. British industry has been 
geared to war for five years and 
the luxury of gift making gave 
way to grimmer business. Cloth­ 
ing is rationed, ruling out lin­ 
gerie, gloves, sweaters and such. 
The biggest department store in 
London advertises “bargains in 
used jewelry,” showing the gen­ 
eral condition. 
Among its so­ 
called bargains is a plain, unin­ 
teresting bracelet at six pounds 
six shillings, or $25.20. 
A brown leather handbag can 
be picked up for eight pounds 
twelve shillings, or $34.20, or suf­ 
ficient lambskins to make a coat 
can be bought ration free for 
$25. plus a serious mailing prob­ 
lem. 
Pvt. James Banning of Seattle, 
Wash., shook his head over prices 
as he gazed in a jewelry store 
window in search of a gift for his 
mother.

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AP Newsfeatures 
Carville, La.— Hope for com­ 
plete cures of leprosy is indicated 
in the American Medical Associa­ 
tion News, reporting on trends in 
the incidence and study of the 
disease in the United States. 
Cures are distinguished from 
arrested cases in the National 
Leprosorium here. 
Although no 
case has been pronounced cured, 
16 patients released condition­ 
ally as “having the disease in 
arrested 
form 
and 
being 
no 
longer 
a 
menace 
to 
public 
health,” have remained in the 
institution, exposed to the dis­ 
ease. but have not relapsed. 
The 16 are part of 20 percent 
of 723 patients admitte J since

was the direct cause in only a* 
small percentage.

the American member of 
the Save the Children I n te r n a ­ 
tional Union. 
Back in 1923 the 
international 
union’s 
council 
adopted the League of Nations 
Declaration of the Rights of the 
Child, "recognizing th a t m a n ­ 
kind owes to the child the best it 
has to give.” and declaring that 
"the child th a t is hungry must 
be fed . . . and the orphan and 
he waif must be sheltered and 
succored.” 


W hen the American member 
joined the international union in 
1932 it espoused the creed and 
today it works to brighten the 
lives of underprivileged young­

Hundrrd.s of volunteers work

Americans

Christmas depends pretty much 
on where they live, and who 
their 
ancestors 
were. 
For 
Christmas customs in the Uni­ 
ted States are a pot-pourri of 
traditions carried over from the 
other side, blended with some 
all-American additions. 
In a single state, holiday cus­ 
toms sometimes vary consider- 
ably. Among the Pennsylvania 
Dutch, for example. Santa often 
does a quick switch and answers 
to the name of Pelznickel, and 
food rather than gifts domin­ 
ates the day. 
The fastnacht 
(Fast Night) cake is a specialty, 
baked either as a brittle sweet 
cookie, or a coarse spice cake 
with seeds. In Dutch farmhous­ 
es. dinner is likely to consist of 
goose with sauerkraut stuffing, 
peach or apple dumplings. 
The same state’s Moravians in 
Bethlehem have an annual can­ 
dlelight ceremony begun in 1756. 
The church service is known as 
the “love feast.’’ which sym­ 
bolizes the bringing together of 
all classes. 
Moravian children 
hurry home after church to find 


the “putz,” a miniature land­ 
scape that is another ancient 
tradition. 
And Pennsylvanians of Swed­ 
ish descent in Philadelphia be­ 
gin their Christmas season on 
Dec. 13. Santa Lucia day, with 
a service in the parish hall of 
historic Gloria Dei church. 
Down .south, 
no 
one 
ever 
dreams of a white Christmas. 
When the chrysanthemums and 
jasmine bloom late, it’s a very 
flowery day, often ushered in 
with firecrackers. Southern fes­ 
tivities 
feature 
fruit 
cake, 
doused 
in 
scuppernog 
grape 
wine, and generally baked right 
after Thanksgiving. 
The holi­ 
day tree is often a fat. full ce­ 
dar. 
Some 
families 
of 
German- 
American descent in Cincinnati 
and Milwaukee still hang their 
stockings on Dec. 6. St. Nicho­ 
las Day, but reserve their re­ 
ligious celebration for Christ­ 
mas Day itself. Out on H atter­ 
as island, the fisherfolk of Ro­ 
danthe wait until “Old Christ­ 
mas.’’ Twelfth Night, of Jan. 5 
in accordance with a custom as 
old as the community itself. 
Santa makes two visits there— 
one on Christmas eve, and an ­ 
other on “Old Christmas.’’ 
Chinese - Americans celebrate 
Christmas by adding their own 
delicacies 
to

Italians 
prefer 
eels for the holiday dinner.
